A barrel of sugar will

berries. A cranberry shortcake will com ­ 
pare with a straw berry shortcake.

Cranberries are keepers 
and like apples, require a

T h e sail, like the rest of this cu ­ 
rious anim al, is » almost transparent, hut 
unlike the body of the fish, w hich is of 
the usual 
gelatinous 
construction, the 
sail is a m em brane alm ost as hard as 
shell. 
Bound about the E llice group the n av­ 
igating fish is often found w ith a sail 
m easuring five 
inches 
across, and

the skill of a Iloogh ly pilot, steering in 
and out of sn aggy ¡daces and avoiding 
obstructions both ab ove and below the

Khartoum, 
where Mrs. Roosevelt and friends will 
probably lie- w aiting Imu him. K hartoum 
stands close to tile spot where the Blue 
Nile em p ties into the main stream of 
that mighty river, and part of the valley

and 
sneaked down to a point oppo-ite the big 
reptiles, so as to place the w ater be­ 
tw een them.

The first gam e to attract their atten­ 
tion consisted of gazelles and antelopes, 
but these they spared, expecting more 
im portant quarry. 
Dom ing to a district 
-of gigantic trees interwoven w ith end­ 
less vines, they found the w oods f ull of

leopards. 
Leopards relish monkey flesh 
and constantly pursue it, 
D uce fairly in 
tin- gam e country the party never lacked 
fresh meat. 
T heir daily m enu contained 
such dishes as antelope steak , crocodile 
a la sauce blanche, bouillon of pintado, 
hoodoo ribs. slices of roast boa constrict­ 
or, loin of buffalo, wild pork pie and ele­ 
phant foot. 
T h e sight of such viands 
prepared by a French, cook excited the 
natives, m any o f whom begged to be al- 
h»wed to follow and do the chores around 
the cam p if they m ight receive as their 
-only pay the leavings from the white 
man's table. 
So plentiful w as the game 
that on the river banks w h en th e ani­ 
m als cam e dow n to drink in the early 
morning or the late evening it w as only 
necessary to fire one fusillade into them 
to insure enough meat for a day for the 
whole party, including the cam p fo llo w -j 
era. 
Tracking the Lion.
